He 
offered to present every contract to 
which his company is a party to 
the courts for adjudication as to 
their propriety and equity. 


THE CHARGES 


The complaint charges that the 
oil companies combined to contro! |

Five companies were named as 
primary defendants in the action.

Country is Likely to be 
Unable to Meet Interest if 
Loan Fails

MEXICO CITY, June 25.—That 
the Mexican government may tem- 
porarily suspend payment of in- 
terest on her foreign debt was vir- 
tually admitted today in semioffi- 
cial circles. 

Undersecretary Salinas of the 
Ministry of Finance has issued a 
statement over his signature indi- 
cating that unless the proposed 
loan is obtained Mexico would be 
forced to suspend payment of in- 
terest temporarily. Such a meas- 
ure, would be necessary, he stated, 
to take care of pressing internal 
obligations.

gon last week that loan negotia- 
tions had collapsed is now regard- 
ed as a forerunner of announce- 
ment by the President of actual 
suspension of payment.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Ambassador Kellogg at London was 


instructed today to attend the forthcoming premier’s conference to dis- 


cuss execution of the Dawes plan. 

His appointment was announced 
in a White House statement which 
said that Mr. Kellogg would at- 
tend the conference “for the pur- 
pose of dealing with such matters 
as affect the interests of the Unit- 


ed States and otherwise for pur- 
poses of information.” 


COOLIDGE STATEMENT 
This action was determined up- 
on after the State Department had 
been advised by the Ambassador 
that an invitation for the United 
States to participate had been 
handed the American Embassy in 
London. The White House state- 
ment declared that “it was the de- 
sire of the administration that 
the Dawes plan should be put into

also will go to London to assist the

Senator as 
Compromise 


Negotiations Under Way to 
Swing Smith and McAdoo 
V otes to Montanan 


Coup Planned When Leading 
Candidates Are Discarded 
in Expected Deadlock 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING 
DISPATCH) 
NEW YORK, June 25.—With 
the McAdoo candidacy tottering 
and with Al Smith conceded at 
best only a “fighting chance,” 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana, permanent chairman of the 
national convention, loomed forth 
tonight as a promising compro- 
mise candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President. It is 
learned that negotiations have 
been in progress for the last twen- 
ty-four hours to effect a combina- 
tion of enough McAdoo and anti- 
McAdoo delegates to put Walsh 


over after McAdoo and Smith go 
into the discard. 

The strength of Walsh as a com- 
promise candidate is due to the 
fact that he is one of the western 
progressives and drys supporting 
McAdoo and that, being a Catholic, 


he is acceptable to the anti-Mc- 


Adoo forces fighting the Ku Klux 
Klan under the generalship of 


servative leaders of the party. 
Whether an arangement to coal- 
esce on Walsh can de brought 
about will depend upon the action 
of the supporters of the Senator, 
who in the main are also support- 
ers of McAdoo, when it becomes 
apparent that McAdoo cannot win. 


OFFERED SMITH AID 


If they then lend a willing 
and powerful hand to the ef- 
fort to nominate Al Smith 
and the New York Governor 
falls to attain the goal, Walsh 
will be given a chance to 
land the big prize with the support 


lowing. That is the understand- 
ing which exists at present be- 
tween leaders in the McAdoo con- 
tingent friendly to Walsh and rep- 
resentatives of the old guard sup- 
porting Smith. The Walsh adher- 
ents are going to do their utmost 
to nominate McAdoo first just as 
the old guardsmen concerned are 
going to do their utmost te name 
Smith, but if neither goes over, 
the coalition on Walsh will be in 
order. 

In addition to Walsh the dark 
horses receiving the most promi- 
nent consideration are John W. 
Davis of West Virginia, Senator 
Ralston of Indiana, James M. Cox 
and Newton D. Baker of Ohio, 
brought to the fore by the possi- 
bility of the adoption of a strong 
pro-League of Nations platform 
plank, and former Vice-President 
Thomas Marshall of Indiana. 

The disclosure of the negotla- 
tions to put Walsh forward as an 
available compromise nominee 
came at the end of a day in 
which all visible evidence bore 
testimony to the weakening of 
the McAdoo candidacy. The Cal- 
ifornian was placed in nomina- 
tion and his adherents staged a 
lengthy demonstration of enthust- 
asm for him, but the effort im- 
pressed many impartial observers 
as labored and it war noticable 
that twenty-two delegations, with 
a majority of the votes tn the con- 
vention, refused to participate in 
the ballyhoo. 

In marked and significant con- 
trast was a demonstration against 
the Ku Klux Klan which broke 
forth spontaneously and swept the 
convention in the midst of the 
speech placing in nomination Sen- 
ator Oscar Underwood o Ala- 
bama, prime mover for a declara- 
tion of war on the Klan by the 
Democratic party. While this was 
going on the McAdoo forces, 
seemingly in the minority, main- 
tained a sullen silence. 

As a result of these ebullitions 
of sentiment on the convention 
floor there is a widespread feeling 
tonight that the anti-Klan plank 
demanded by Underwood, Bren- 
nan, Moore and other anti-Mc- 
Adoo leaders is not unlikely to be 
adopted in the end and that in the 
midst of the show down on the 
explosive religious issue, the Mc- 
Adoo candidacy, with fts pro-Klan 
backing, will go on the rocks. 
That the convention would nomi- 
nate McAdoo and at the same 
time declare openly against’ the 


Klan is regarded as highly im- 
probable. 
AGAINS McADOO 
The whole trend of develop- 


ments of the day, in and out of 
the convention, was against Mc- 
Adoo and against the Klan. The 
religious issue would not down, it 
brooded over the sweltering thou- 
sands broiling in the glassed-roof 
oven of Madison Square Garden.

“The government of the United 
States fur the last four years has 
had no foreign pelicy and conse- 
quentiy u has delayed much the 
restoration of the political and eco- 
nomic agencies of the world. it 
has impalred our self-respect at 
home and injured our prestige 
abroad. It has curtailed our for- 
eign markets and ruined our agri- 
cultura] prices. 

“The efforts of the samt ra- 
tion to find a _ foreign po 
through unfnetructed, unofficial ob- 
servers and experts is unworthy of 
a great nation and misleading as to 
our ap and intent. Such ad- 
vances as have been made toward 
a European settlement during the 
last four vears have been accom- 
plished in spite of rather than with 
the ald of the government of the 
United States. 


FOR CO-OPERATION 

“More specifically, the Demo- 
cratic party favors co-operation 
with or participation in such or- 
ganizations, including the League 
of Nations, as may be helpfully 
functioning in the social and eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of the world 
on such terms as will, on the one 
hand, protect the sovereignty and 
independence of our government

PHOENIX, June 26.—Amos A. 
Betts, who has concluded to toss 
his hat into the ring for Demo- 
‘eratic nomination as Governor, is 


likely to add considerable zest to 


the campaign within his party. At 
least, he makes it necessary for 
G. W. P. Hunt to bestir himself, 
for he furnishes a candidate of 
rather formidable sort. 


Merely as a matter of compari- 
son, it should be stated that Betts, 
two years ago, was re-elected 
corporation commissioner by 
majority of 16,772. while Hunt's 
majority was only 6711. Maricopa 
county alone gave Betts a majority 
of 4136. He is considered about 
the best campaigner in the State 
and his campaign is on at all 
times while he is holding office. 
He is a member of many lodges 
and societies and one Phoenix fra- 
ternal lodge bears thé name, 
“Amos A. Betts“ He was the first 
president of the Phoenix Rotary 
Club and is chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Phoenix Union 
High School. His acquaintance in 
the State is believed to be even 
broader than Hunt's, while his per- 
sonal popularity apparently is 
greater. He is considered a mas- 
ter in the publicity game.

Training in the art of politics 
was gained when Betts was a rail- 
road man. He came from hi#native 
State of Missouri to Colorado, 
where he became cashier of a 
bank and Mayor of his village. 
Then he dropped into railroading.

in the last-named capacity for the 
Santa Fe system, with offices at 
Prescott and Phoenix. Then he 
became rate expert for the State 
Corporation Commission, of which 
he later became a member.

All newspaper offices are won-

The work 
has been carried on so far with 
standard tools, but, owing to the 
depth and the conditions, which are 
said to favor rotary operations, the 
change in drilling methods was de- 
cided upon.

Officials of the company expect- 
ed to get an oll sand at around 
1900 feet, but although a sand 
was picked up at that depth, it 
showed no signs of saturation, ft ts 
said. It is expected that the hole 
will have to go to about 3100 or 
3200 feet before other showings 
are found. Good gas indications 
have been found at several points, 
it is said. °

on its holdings tn the Hovey Hills 
district. The company's well No. 
2 was recently brought in at 2600 
feet as a 200-barrel producer, and 
it is now proposed to see what can 
be done in the deeper sands.

by F. N. Bowers, a retired physi- 
clan engaged in growing the sea 
food, as good reason for issuing 
him a permit to sell stock in a 
closed oyster corporation. The 
commissioner is said to be favor- 
ably inclined. 

According to Dr. Bowers he has 
carried on exhaustive experiments 
in the raising of these huge oysters 
at Altalta, on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia, and that they have now 
reached a stage worthy of com- 
mercialism. 

He told the commissioner he al- 
ready has obtained a market for 
his oysters in one of Los Angeles’ 
leading hotels and that it will con- 
sume all available Altalta oysters 
for several years. 

The conditions at Altalta were 
described by Dr. Bowers as being 
ideal for the cultivation of the 
food and that the Mexican govern- 
ment has granted him a concession 
for oyster production in a large 
area along the gulf. Measures will 
be taken, he said, to protect the 
oysters from attacks by sting-rays 
by the erection of an underwater 
fence around the oyster beds. The 
fence also will serve, according to 
Dr. Bowers, as a place for the oys- 
ter spat to attach itself to. This 
spat matures into other oysters aft- 


er four years, Dr. Bowers told the 
com missioner.

Increase Now Answer to 
Calamity Howlers, Says 
Revenue Collector 


Despite a reduction. of 50 per 
cent in the revenue tax paid by 
individuals during the quarter end- 
jing the 15th inst., as allowed by 
the 1924 Revenue Act, internal 
revenue receipts in the Southern 
California district during the first 
| ewenty-three days of June amount- 
‘ed to $644,600 more than collec- 
tions during the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. The total col- 
| lections for the first three weeks 
of the month were $8,613,062 as 
| compared with $7,968,462 during 
the same time last year. 

“This remarkable increase in 
the face of a 50 per cent reduction 
iis the answer to the calamity 
‘howlers,” Rex Goodcell, revenue 
‘collector, said. “With an increase 
|of 41,871 in the number of income- 
tax returns filed this year, 80 per 
cent. or 33,789, were taxable re- 
turns. Tax paid on this new in- 
come enabled us to offset the 50 
per cent cut and still show a gain 
in collections of more than $500,- 
900.“ 


According to Collector Goodcell, 
a preliminary survey indicates the 
total collections for the fiscal year 
ending the 30th inst. will be the 
greatest in the history of Southern 
California, exceeding the receipts 
of the 1921 fiscal year when reve- 
nue collections reached their 
peak. This showing promises to 
be made, Mr. Goodcell said, in face 
of the fact that $15,000,000 in 
taxes which were collected in 1921 
were annulled by the 1921 Reve- 
nue Act so that they were not col- 
lected during the present fiscal 
year.

Leaders Here Think Sunday 
School Body to Come 


Glasgow Gathering in Favor 
of Los Angeles’ Bid 
Fine Action Today; 5000 in 
1928 Are Expected 


Los Angeles stood yesterday in 
the front ranks of all cities in the 
world in the bidding for the tenth 
quadrennial convention of the 
World Sunday-school Association, 
which is holding its ninth meeting 
in Glasgow, Scotland. This city 
was recommended yesterday by the 
convention committee as the next 
meeting place, according to a ca- 
| blegram received last night, and 
final acceptance by the executive 
committee is expected today. 

The convention will bring to Los 
Angeles in 1928 a host of 6000 
delegates, representing forty of the 
nations of the world. These dele- 
gates include those leaders of the 
Sunday-school movement who are 
on in world religious edu- 
cation. 


ACCEPTED PROPOSAL 

First intimation that Los An- 
geles was being pushed to the 
forefront as the next convention 
city came in a cablegram to the 
officials of the Southern California 
Sunday -school Asaociation last 
Monday, asking if this city would 
welcome the conclave. A similar 
cablegram was received by the 
Chamber of Commerce, containing 
the same message, and asking the 
Chamber of Commerce if that or- 
ganization would guarantee an ap- 
propriation of $12,000 to be ex- 
pended in the interests of the con- 
vention. 

In reply the Chamber of Com- 
merce accepted the proposal and 
guaranteed to raise or provide the 
funds requested. 

“The quadrennial conven- 
tion held in the United States was 
in San Francisco twelve years 
ago,” stated J. O. Doolittle, acting

tion. “At each of the conventions, 
cities in almost all of the nations 
of the world bid for the next 
one.

PLAYHOUSE 
CASES WON 
BY NEGROES 


Three Awarded $200 Over 
4 
Local Theater 


Declaring that persons of all 
races under the jurisdiction of the 
State of California are entitled to 
equal rights in any public gather- 
ing place in the State, Judge E. P. 
Shortall of San Francisco yester- 
day awarded damages of $200 each 
to three negroes who said they had 
been discriminated against in a 
local theater operated by Gore 
Brothers, Inc. 

According to testimony adduced 
at the trial of the cases, Irvin E. 
Shane, Sam Collins and Walter 
Hughes, the plaintiffs and their 
wives organized a theater party 
and purchased tickets of general 
admisetion to a theater. When 
they entered the playhouse, they 
testified, an employee of the place 
insisted they take seats in the back 
row. which, it was said, had been 
reserved for colored patrons of the 
theater. 

The plaintiffs claimed that, as 
the seats were not reserved, the 
tickets purchased by them entitled 
them to 2 seats available in the 
house at time of entry. The judge 
upheld this contention and quoted 
from sections 61 and 52 of the Cal- 
ifornia Code, which provide that 
no owner of a public place shall 
discriminate against any patron be- 
cause of race or color. 

The court granted a ten-day stay 
of execution of sentence and it is 
expected the defendant will carry 
the point to the higher courts for 
a ruling on the validity of the two 
laws as adopted by the State Leg- 
islature. 


FROM BACK BAY TO 
HAWAITIAN ISLANDS 


Honolulu is, in reality, a New 
England city planted in mid-Pa- 
cific, according to Clayton Ham- 
ion in the Century. He writes: 
“It is only a quarter of a century 
since the Hawalian Islands were 
annexed to the United States and 
the Stars and Stripes were. first 
flown over the Iolani Palace, but. 
in the ancestral sense, Honolulu 
has been American for more than 
100 years; and since, in the midst 
of the Pacific, there is more leis- 
ure than we have upon the main- 
land for cultivating, undisturbed 
by interruption, the imaginative 
art of memory, Honolulu demon- 
strates more vividly a reminis- 
cence of what America meant at 
the outset of the nineteenth cen- 
tury than any other community 
outside the confines of our thirteen 
origina] States. It is, in fact. an 
old New England city in the midst 
of the Pacific, venerable in Ameri- 
canism beyond any other of our 
cities seated west of the Appala- 
chians. Honolulu was already a 
cultivated community when San 
Francisco was but a roaring min- 
ing camp and when Los Angeles 
was nothing but a patch of unir- 
rigated desert. Indeed, when the 
forty-niners of San Francisco, sud- 
denly enriched with gold. desired 
to bring their daughters up as la- 
dies, they sent them out in sailing 
ships to Honolulu to be educated

Walker's statement 
was made yesterday in a hearing 
before Corporation Commissioner 
Daugherty where the company’s 
officials were summoned to appear 
following an investigation by the 
commission of the financial con- 
dition of the company. 

Mr. Walker told the commission- 
er that his examination of the 
publishing company’s books also 
showed that company stock to the 
amount of $46,000 had been over- 
sold in violation of their permit 
and of the State Corporate Securi- 
ties Act. Records of the commis- 
sion, according to H. A. I. Woch, 
deputy commissioner -prosecuting 
the case. disclose that rmits to 
the Morning Sun Publishing Com- 
pany of Long Beach permitted 
them to dispose of approximately 
$400,000. 

. Wolch declared there was 
no method available’ to the cor- 
poration department of arriving 
at a correct or approximate num- 
ber of stockholders of the com- 
peony.
